The Virgin, in a red Dress, with long flowing light hair, 
seated before a damask drapery, with the Infant in her lap, 
who is turning over the leaf of a missal, which she holds in 
her hand: a landscape and buildings seen on each side, in the

St. Jerome kneeling, holding a stone in his hand, before a 
crucifix, placed under a tree, a rocky height and landscape 
with a river beyond: a red mantle and Cardinal’s hat lying 
by his side, the lion drinking at a pool of water in the 
foreground.
